The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations II and III 
have separate utilities such as in an optical scan module that does not require a 
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reflector of a selected color selected among a plurality of colors, subcombinations I and 
III have separate utilities such as in an optical scan module that does not require lens 
treatment applied to a lens of the optical scan module or a lens of a specific color 
selected from among a plurality of colors, and subcombinations I and II have separate 
utilities such as in an optical scan module that does not require either a replaced light 
source replaced with an adjusted light source, or a light source of a specific color 
selected from among a plurality of colors. See MPEP§806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view.of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
